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Federal Aid arid Appleton Schools 


We are in agreement with Board of 


Education member Charles Buchanan that 
the Appleton Board should take another 
look at its policy of refusing almost all 
federal aid available to the local public 
schools. 


Admittedly it is a noble policy. It may 


even seem quite inconsistent for a group of 
individuals who oppose such federal aid in 
the abstract to accept it as Board mem- 
bers. It may also seem inconsistent for this 
newspaper to so advise. In general over 
the years we have always believed that any 
project in need of government sponsor- 
ship should go first to the most local of 
governments and progress to the state or 
federal government only if the smaller 
units cannot or will not provide. And, as 
another board member, Gregory Schulte, 
pointed out, Appleton can certainly afford 
the S27.000 proposed as aid from the Na- 
tional Defense Educational Act program. 


But the first 
responsibility of 
the 


Board of Education is to the educational 
opportunities for 
Appleton 
youth. 
We 


don't think in general that such opportun- 
ities are lacking But while an individual 
certainly has the right to turn down Social 
Security payments, for instance, if he is 
opposed to them, a public board has a wid- 
er responsibility. Appleton taxpayers are 
paying for the NDEA program just as all 
Americans are so paying. Should they not 
have the advantages offered by the pro- 
gram? Money is certainly not the only fac- 
tor in providing high standards of educa- 
tion but it is important. 


Moreover the NDEA program—and the 


hot lunch program which the board does 
not accept either—may in themselves be 
defensible. Tfie NDEA program was begun 
because of the fact that many American 
schools were not providing enough in the 
way of science, mathematics and foreign 


Justice Brown Retires 


In a ceremony that has become noted 


for its simple dignity, one of the highest 
offices in Wisconsin will 
change 
hands 


Monday at Madison when 
Chief Justice 


Timothy Brown of 
the 
state 
Supreme 


Court will end a distinguished career of 
public service. He will pass on the gavel of 
the highest court of the state to Justice 
George Currie of Sheboygan. who under 
the law succeeds to the leadership of the 
court by reason of seniority. 


History will record Justice 
Brown's 


service as the head of our state court sys- 
tem as one of the most effective since its 
creation in the early 19th century. Indeed, 
it is the mark of the state's relative youth- 
fulness, on the one hand, and the stability 
of court membership that the retiring mag- 
istrate was only 16th in his line. 


A high sense of public duty, combined 


with profound legal and historical scholar- 
ship and a flair for graceful writing, have 
marked Judge Brown's service as a judge. 
But his judicial career began only after he 
had served many years as one of the lead- 
ing lawyers of the capital city and one of 
its most productive citizens. 


As in so many cases of successful ju- 


dicial service, Timothy Brown nearly two 
decades ago had no visible chance of serv- 
ing on the supreme court. He had accepted 
an invitation to become legal counsel to 


languages. Such aid may be in the inter- 
ests of national security. The program has 
been extended and expanded and it is quue 
likely that a few other academic areas may 
be added. It may go beyond the real need 
and continue indefinitely. But there has 
been similar federal aid projects for both 
agriculture and home economics for 40 
years. 


The hot lunch program also makes 


available at a minimum cost some of the 
surplus foods which we are all paying to 
keep in storage. It may be that most Ap- 
pleton children live close enough to school 
to go home at noon and we agree that it is 
usually better that they do. We do not 
think it is a public school responsibility 
to see that children get one nourishing 
meal a day in this era of the affluent 
society. 


But the program itself is not a foolish 


or wasteful one, particularly for schools 
in rural areas where youngsters must stay 
all day. It is a way of using surplus foods 
which will be bought in any event until or 
unless the whole agricultural program is 
changed. 


Federal planners succeed in making 


their programs palatable—and sometimes 
endless—by means of matching funds. But 
in uur opposition to federal aid where it is 
not needed we should not shut our eyes to 
the fact that the federal government is 
ours just as much as is a local unit of 
government. 


Opposition to federal aid programs, it 


seems to us, should be expressed through 
our Congressmen and Senators when such 
programs are being considered and de- 
bated. When such programs become law, 
it is incumbent on public officials such as 
school board members to evaluate what is 
available in federal aids in the light of 
what the community needs. 


the late Gov. Walter S. Goodland, and re-

When the governor had 
occasion to name a judge to a vacancy on 
the court, he turned to his friend Timothy 
Brown and provided for the Wisconsin ju- 
diciary one of the most respected judges of 
recent times. 


Mr. Brown is 75 years of age. but he is 


in good health. When the legislature sev- 
eral years ago adopted the retirement 
benefit act which now requires him 
to 


terminate his services, it fortuitously pro- 
vided a system of reserve judges to assist 
in emergencies the trial courts 
of 
the 


state. Mr. Brown is eligible for such service 
now, and we trust that the state court ad- 
ministrator will call upon him from time to 
time for the diligent and learned service 
he is capable of rendering.

sity of Detroit Silent Record Week which 
ends Tuesday. According to its sponsor, 
W. T. Rabe. public information officer of 
the University of Detroit, the week is 
"commemorating the invention of the Si- 
lent Record and providing a period of si- 
lence when most needed." 


Most of the commemorations urged on 


us by other public relations people are of 
equal import. However, today

week whose obiect of

least contains the possibilities of merit. 


This is Save the Pun Week Its sponsor, 


the Societv for the Revival and Preserva- 
tion of the Pun. with offices apparently 
in a postal box in Grand Contral Station, 
New York explains its purpose is "to pro- 
mote morp humorous conversation and en- 
courage happier relations through pun- 
ning " 


Since the pun has pickrri up a rathrr bad 


reputation as being the lowest form of hu- 
mor, a pall of skepticism falls over the ob- 
-servation of the week, although the pur- 
pose of promoting more humorous conver- 
sation and happier relations can not but be 
applauded. 


However, closer consideration of the 


pun increases its merit. It certainly is ven- 
erable, numbering among its practitioners 
no less a personage of letters as William 
Shakespeare. It often does produce merri- 
ment, setting off a chain reaction of word 
play that can approach brilliance. 


Its bad repute, it would seem, is fos- 


tered by victims of puns, since the form's 
illogical logic can leave an unwary target 
with verbal egg on his face and a desire 
to deride the vehicle of his derision. 


Perhaps if there were more puns in 


our conversation we would become more 
alert and critical of what 
is being said 


around us. With a galaxy of political cam-

The health department staff was beefed up consider- 


ably and by year's end was at full authorized strength. 
It moved into new offices in City Hall including a modern 
laboratory. The police department also underwent a 
reorganization to increase efficiency.

of this increased efficiency. And one problem left un- 
resolved was the brief discussion I had with Chief Wolff 
on those speed limits on Richmond Street.

All of the city's ordinances were recodified by a 


professional firm and will be up for council consideration 
in 1964. Building codes were also reworked by city offi- 
cials and a Chamber of Commerce committee and will be 
considered this year. 


In the field of future planning, most significant were 


two City Council actions: 1. Approval of the project for 
drawing up a comprehensive plan for the city and the 
hiring of a St. Louis firm to prepare it. fit is expected 
it will take two years to complete 1: and 2. The decision to 
obtain a new water supply for the city. In 1964 a con- 
sulting firm will be engaged to make a detailed study and 
the decision will be made where to go as a source. 


Some preliminary study was done on the rebuilding 


of College Avenue, and a Chamber committee started 
working with city officials on developing a city center in 
Jones Park. The park board and council started con- 
sideration of a marina in Lutz Park. A land use map 
was prepared for the entire city, and the plan commission

Traffic and parking are a prime consideration with 


any growing city today, and here also there was significant 
progress.

E s s e n t i a l hypertension,

known cause, affects an esti- 
mated 5.000,000 Americans and 
oflen leads In heart diseases. 
Scientists have been slowly 
whittling away at the mvs- 
tery, because they can identify 
the causes of hypertension in 
only 10 per cent of the cases. 


Now Procedure 


In studying hypertension and 


Katy's tumor, Clyde M. Wil- 
liams, a radiologist at the Uni- 
versity of F 1 o r i d a Hospital, 
and Dr. Molvm Greer of the 
College ot Medicine, devjsed a 
procedure for early detection 
of neuroblastoma t h r o u g h 
i.rine analysis. It is based on a 
tcrhmqup 
which cuts 
from 


d;.ys to a few hours the time 
needed to make a diagnosis. 


Neuroblasloma attacks brain 


and nervous system tissues 
and adronnl glands, which lie 
atop (he kidneys The tumor 
presumably causes these sites 
to secrete abnormal amounts 


of the so-called "stress hor- 
mones," epinephrine and nor- 
epinephrine, and one of their 
building blocks, dopamine. 


When these compounds are 


broken 
down in the 
body, 


certain chemical w a s t e pro- 
ducts appear in the urine. Ab- 
normally high levels can be de- 
tected through gas chromato- 
graphic analysis or urine speci- 
mens and are the tip-off that 
the tumor is probably present. 


Hi£?h Blood Pressure 


Of seven cases studied by 


Dr Williams, six fit the pat- 
tern But, the seventh—Katv's 
— did not. Her chemical levels 
v.ere normal. And while the 
other six had normal blood 
pressures, Katy's blood pres- 
sure was abnormally h i g h . 
The problem on which Dr. Wil- 
hnms has been working is why 
KPly's blood pressure rose so 
hi>:h in the first place. 


If anything, he explained, the 


other children would have been 
expected to h ave elevated 
blood pressures rather than 
Katy. Their urine chemical out- 
put suggested that abnormal 
amounts of the stress hor- 
rr o n e s are known to raise 
biood pressure. 


Basic Research 


So. if the cause of Katy's hy- 


pertension can be identified. 
Dr. Williams believes, it may 
turn out to be a substance not 
previously linked 
with

h:ood pressure. Discovery of 
soch a substance, or substan- 
ces, is of obvious importance 
in combating this condition. 
Results may be of assistance 
to the millions with high blood 
Pressure, often leading to car- 
dio-vascular diseases and the 


The work is but another ex- 


ample of the new directions 
high death rate from such di- 
seases. 
being accelerated in medical 
research — the need to know 
more about the physiological 
functioning of the human body. 
Today, medical men daily and 
routinely 
perform diagnosis 


and therapy and cures which 
fifty years ago 
would have 


been called a miracle. Yet, 
they know how little they know 
compared to what must be 
known about the functioning of 
the myriads of actions of the 
p h y s i o l o g y of the body. 
Knowledge will c o m e only 
fi om basic, fundamental r e - 
search by men who are curi- 
ous about the minute activities 
ol cells, nerves, fibres and all 
physiological activities within 
the human body. Such basic re- 
search does not produce imme- 
diate cures and fantastic dis- 
coveries — but it does add to 
the whole volume of knowledge 
which eventually pVoduces re- 
sults: just as Katy's case has 
added another vital bit of in- 
formation, and a new direction 
toward solving the mystery of 
hypertension.

of Los Angeles. 


Reinders, who was accepted 


Into the Roman Catholic organ- 
ization in 1962, returned to Ap- 
pleton just before 
Christmas 


from Africa, where he served as 
a lay mission-helper in Nigeria 
and the Republic of South Afri- 
ca. 


During his 18 months on the 


Dark Continent, Reinders help- 
ed set up an offset printing 
press at St. Therese's Press at 
Calabar, where Catholic Life, 
Nigeria's only national Catholic 
magazine is printed. 


He also assisted in the prepa- 


ration of letters seeking funds 
to 
support 
church - operated 


schools for natives in the Re- 
public of South Africa, where 
government support for private 
schools was terminated in 1958. 


"The greatest problem of 


Africans is the transition to 
European culture and Europe- 
an standards," he told the 
Post-Crescent last week. "Peo- 
ple are coming out of the 
bush, and they're trying to 
run their countries. T h e y 


haven't the background 
we 


have in self-government. They 
are very self-critical." 


The new nation of Nigeria, 


where Reinders spent three 
months helping to install print- 
ing equipment and train an Af- 
rican crew, observed the first 
anniversary of its independ- 
ence during his visit.

President William V. S. Tub- 
man, 20 years in office, begins 
Monday his sixth four-year term 
as head of Africa's oldest repub- 
lic. 


The 68-year-old chief execu- 


tive can take credit for consid- 
erable progress by this nation 
on the western bulge of Africa. 


Liberia has a population of 


about one million in an area the 
size of Ohio. It was founded by 
the American Colonization Soci- 
ety with slaves freed in the 
United States starting in 1822. 
Some 20,000 former slaves were 
shipped to Liberia and for the 
most part left to fend for them- 
selves. 


Rubber Estate 


For years the country was 


a poverty-stricken, disease-rid- 
den backwater known chiefly 
for the huge Firestone rubber 
estates and a ramshackle archi- 
tecture vaguely related to the 
columned plantation houses of 
the American South. 


William Vacanaret Shadrach 


Tubman became president in 
1944 when international strategy 
was focused on Africa during 
World War II.

Where it's taken us 100 years to 
settle our differences over the 
Civil War, it's been less than 60 
years since the British and 
Dutch had the Boer War." 


Reinders is convinced that 


the real struggle, in Africa is 
not between the races, but be- 
tween Christianity and the 
remnants of witchcraft and to- 
temism. 
The Catholic laity 


now numbers over 40 millions 
in the new nations. 


"There's a real feeling of 


good and evil over there, be- 
tween witchcraft and Chris- 
tianity," he said, adding that 
he is prepared to devote more 
years of his life to the further- 
ance of Christianity wherever 
he may be sent as a Lay Mis- 
sion-Helper. 
Reinders is now living with 


his parents, awaiting further as- 
signment. 


Has he found his unusual ca- 


reer rewarding? Indeed, he has.

The girls are both of Chinese parentage. 


Therese was taken to the orphanage in Hong Kong 
when she was one-year-old by her parents, probably 
because they had more children than they could 
support. She is sturdy and strong, outgoing and 
happy.

Snow-Making Equipment Pays Off;

Artificial snow - making equip- 


ment, which many Midwest ski 
area operators have been in- 
stalling in recent years, is pay- 
ing off so far this skiing season. 
For skiing &o far has been lim- 
ited almost exclusively to artifi- 
cial snow. 


This is an expensive installa- 


tion, and it is also expensive to 
operate. And while the equip- 
ment guarantees that areas can 
operate for the full season, there 
is not enough experience on the 
record yet to prove that 
an 


operator can oome out financial- 
ly with the greatly increased 
investment he must make. 


Artificial snow is made 
by 


mixing water with air under 
high pressure in a three - jet 
nozzle, one in the middle for wa- 
ter and two for the air. The jet 
of pressurized air breaks the 
water up into a fine mist which 
freezes in crystals resembli n g 
snow. By regulating the nozzles! 
heavy snow can be made for a 
base and then topped off with 
powder.

Candles, once used to light Man's caves and huts, and still employed in his 


religious services and at times of celebration, are molded and decorated cy 
the Shaws in their home workshop. 


Although candle making is not a lost or secret art, it is one whose processes 


are not widely available. As a consequence, the Shaws had to spend several 
months in study and correspondence before they were able to mix. mold and 
paint their own ornamental candles and tapers. 


Avid Hobbyists 


The Shaws are avid hobbyists with wide-ranging interests. In the past they 


have raised mushrooms and African violets (some 2.000 of them, under fluores- 
cent lights in the basement) kept bees: hooked rugs: manufactured centerpieces 
cut of weeds, ferns and old phonograph records, and constructed an elaborate 
model railroad system, which they have since donated to the Boys Brigade. 


Their enthusiasm for the manufacture "of candles was aroused when they

were taken en a tour of the Victrylite Candle factory at, .Oshkosh.by Terance 
Oldani, candle designer. There they saw tapers manufactured and were im- 
pressed fay the beauty of hand-made candles displayed at the candle shop. 


Jn April, 1963. they embarked upon their own candle-making venture. 


They found only one volume on candle making at the public library—and 


that contained outmoded and insufficient information. So they began writing 
to wax companies to find cut the facts and techniques they needed to go 
3in1o production. 


"One thing led 1c another." Shaw told the Pest-Crescent, "and eventually, 


1hc entire pattern of manufacture was worked cut through friends and 
companies." 


Finding dyes that would merge with wax proved to "be a major problem. 


Analine Dyes 


"Clothing dyes, when tested, didn't mix well with petroleum products," 


Shaw recalled. "We then discovered that analine dyes mix perfectly with

petroleum products. Jerry Verstegen at Kimberly-Clark Corp. gave us informa- 
tion as to their source of supply, and we obtained the three basic colors—red, 
blue and yellow. 


"These dyes are so potent that when mixed 1,000 to one, they give true color 


You can imagine what tiny proportions must be mixed .when you want pastel 
shades." 


The Shaws also found it necessary to lay in a supply of the different types 


and thicknesses cf wicking, as well as ingredients for the mixture of the wax 
itself. 


"Any container-type candle, such as a votive candle, has wire-wicking," 


Shaw explained. "We have three sizes of votive or container-type wicking." 


All wicking is braided and treated chemically for strength and absorption. 


The Shaws have wicking from 15 to 36-ply (depending on the number of 
threads per strand), in addition to the votive-type wicking. 


Manufacture of an ornamental candle begins with mixing of the wax. 


Although Shaw's formula is not for publication, be will reveal the ingredients 
—Steric acid, high-grade parafin, beeswax and crystals, to give the completed 
candle sheen and better burning qualities. 
( 
•\ 


After the formula has been mixed, and melted down at the proper tem- 


perature, it is poured into a manufactured mold in which the sticking has been 
stretched. The wicking is attached to a hole in the lower end of the mold, and 
heM taut by a frame at the upper end. 


Shaw considers his molds as "jewels" and handles them with extreme care, 


as a small dent may cause a blemish or difficulty in removing candle from mold. 


Wax Shrinks 


As the wax cools in the mold, it shrinks by approximately 5 to 15 per cent, 


depending on the temperature when poured. Although candles may be removed 
frcm the mold after cooling overnight, a 24-hour cooling period is recommended. 


Decoration of the candles, as practiced by both Mr. and Mrs. Shaw, is an 


art ia itself. Depending upon the ultimate purpose of the candle, they select 
decorating materials from among glitter, rhinestones, paints and decals. 


"There's a lot of time and effort put into each candle." Shaw stresses, "It's 


net en a production line basis. Each candle requires individualism." 


A distinctively different process is used in producing the familiar taper, 


often used in religious processions. In order to be approved for devotional 
use, a taper must be composed cf more than 51 per cent high grade beeswax. 
Because of the very high melting point of beeswax, such a candle will net drip 
as it burns; the flame -will be steady and will not gutter out. 


In order to make bees%vax tapers, Shaw strings wicking on a rack, then 


dips it repeatedly into a mixture of colored wax and crystals. 


"Nc-drip tapers are thin, and require about 20 dippings, with each ccat 


getting three to four minutes to set. Fifteen-inch tapers are the most popular." 


Beeswax Core 


Shaw controls the shape of the candle by dipping the frame periodically 


«ne-thir«1 tc one-half of the way into the wax mixture as the manufacturing 
process continues. The finished candle has a beeswax core and a shiny, colored 
ccating. 


"The flame cf a perfect candle should burn two inches high," he said, "and 


the wick should form a question mark or inverted L-shape." 


Shaw also makes many half-molds, representing the Knights of Columbus 


and Masonic symbols. 
'• 


Candle making need not be an expensive hcbby, the Shaws pointed out. 


'"You don't have to have a professional mold. You can use milk cartons 


paper cups, any bottle. Pour the wax in and crack the bottle. You don't have 
to go into this hobby with anything except a container, wicking and some 
candle wax." 


The Shaws also make their own melds by means of liquid rubber, which 


they brush over statutes and other items they wish to reproduce. When the 
lubber has hardened, they can pull it cff and use it as a perfect mold for 
candle-making. 


"We want people to try it/' Mert Shaw said cf his avocation. "It's a very 


interesting hobby." 
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New London's ^Growing Pains*

NEW LONDON—In this highly competitive world, 


growth is one of the factors vital to success. This per- 
tains not only to the business world, but also to com- 
munities that are fighting for new industry to support 
their growing population. 


Along with a city's expansion come what could ba 


called growing pains. These pains are the problems 
which must be faced by city fathers who are attempt- 
ing to give the taxpayers as much as they possibly 
can for their tax dollar. 


New London is one of the many cities now ex- 


periencing growing pains. The municipality is strug- 
gling to meet growing expansion and still remain 
attractive to industry which is seeking a new location. 


Presently New London is involved in a series of 


projects which range from the installation of auto- 
matic traffic lights, to the drilling of a new well in 
order to maintain an abundance of water for both 
industrial and residential users. 


Some of these projects, in various stages of com- 


oletion. are as follows: 


Projects Listed 


MASTER PLANNING—A master plan is being 


designed by a firm which will project the city's 
growth for the next 20 years. One of the mam pur- 
poses of this plan is to decide now which way and 
how the city will grow and what problems will be 
encountered in the future. 


Included in the plan will be recommendations on 


zoning for both industrial and residential areas. The 
future economy of the city will be included, as will 
a plan to eliminate traffic and transportation bottle- 
necks and confusion. The firm will analyze and plan 
for expanding utilities which with good planning can 
mean a savings to the taxpayers. 


This planning project will cost an estimated 


$21.000 with two-thirds of it being financed by the 
federal government. The city has already budgeted 
Us share, or about S7.500. for the master plan Com- 
pletion is expected by next spring. 


SEWERS—Here is one of the largest problems 


currently facing the city. It has been learned that 
the present sewage disposal plant is not adequate to 
handle the sewage load, and engineers are working 
to determine what must be done to correct the situa- 
tion. Not only must the plant be enlarged, but there

is also a demand for the service to bs increased, 
mainly to the northern part of the city. 


Sewer service now ends at the canal, just north 


of Broad Street. To expand the service beyond this 
point will mean adding loft stations. 


The demand for sewer service to the north of the 


city becomes greater each year. A new motet is now 
under construction, north of- the Rainbow Supper 
Club and it was announced recently that another 
new building which will house O'Niel Supply Co. and 
Patten's Food and Locker Service will be built some 
time this year. The new stores will be located on 
the west side of the highway across from the new 
hotel. A new trailer park, to be located just south of 
the Burn-0-Matic plant is also in the planning stages. 


With expansion of the city to the south another 


problem must be faced. Just outside the southern 
city limits a large meat packing plant is located. 
When this south area is annexed to the city at some 
time in the future, another sewage problem v/ill be 
encountered. New I ondon's geographical location 
means that sewers cannot be expanded any farther 
south without more added left stations. Compensa- 
tion must also be made for the added sewage load 


Estimates have reached upward to a $500,000 


figure for an adequate sanitary sewer expansion pro- 


gram. Here again federal aid would take care of one- 
third of the cost. The Borden Company, which now 
exerts a heavy industrial load on the plant has al- 
ready indicated it would share in the expense of the 
program. 


WATER—Until this time. New London has not 


been faced by a water shortage, but the demand con- 
tinues to grow. In 1963 all pumpage records were 
shattered. To show how water demands have grown, 
during the month of July, 1962, there were two days 
when over one million gallons of water were pumped. 
In July of 1963 there were only two days when less 
than one million gallons were pumped. Here again 
engineers are now preparing specifications for a new 
well, to be located at the east end of Douglas Street. 
Cost of the well ard equipped pump house is estimat- 
ed at $35,000, according to L. K Thomas, Utility De- 
partment superintendent. Completion of this project 
is expected ?ome time next spring.

cently installed at the intersection cf S. Pearl St. 
and V/e!f River Ave. in an attempt to move the heavy 
tragic over U. S. 45 and "Well River Ave., new a truck 
route. 


Automatic Signals 


In an attempt to have automatic traffic signals 


installed at the intersection of U. S. 45 and State 
Highway 54, a meeting was held at Waupaca Nov. 13 
to discuss the problems cf the intersection with state 
and county highway officials, but state officials re- 
fused to approve automatic lights at this time. How- 
ever, they did say that signals will be installed when 
they find it necessary, and the state will assume the 
entire cost. 


The lights already installed cost $6,000, which was 


paid by the city. 


Police Chief Jack Algiers, who leeks for traffic 


problems to continue, said the public can look for 
more changes in traffic routes within the next 10 
years. Along with added traffic, parking is creating a 
problem. More south side parking must be found, 
and here again mcney to purchase parking lots comes 
from the parking rneter fund, which now contains 
-an estimated $! 0,000. The problem is not the money 
?.s much as where to find an adequate location for 
such a lot. 


Controversial Project 


STREETS AND HIGHWAYS — Division Street, 


which is also Ccunty Trunk D; has been a contro- 
versial project for the last few years. Costs cf re- 
building the highway will be shared by two counties, 
the state and federal government, the Town cf Hor- 
tcnia and the City cf New London. The portion con- 
cerning New London is that section from Douglas 
Street to Beckert Read. Sanitary and storm sewers 
must be installed before the street can be surfaced, 
but the problem now lies in the fact that the east 
side of the street is in the Town of Hortonia and the 
West side in the city cf New London. The city is now 
experiencing diflicuhies in selling Hortonia on the 
idea of sharing costs fcr underground sewer work 
that is recu'ired. 


The entire cost cf the storm sewer and curb and 


gutter is estimated at $24,304. Hortcnia's share 
would be $10.717. according to Raymond Pelishek, 
New London director of public works. This sum in- 
cludes the necessaiy storm sewers. 2.959 feet cf curb 
and gutter, grading and preparation of the road bed 
for suriacing. 


The project will cost the city an additional $8,650 


fcr sanitary sewers en its side of the street. 


Another street project which 'was recently launch- 


ed is the v.'idoning oi High Street and the removal of 
the cl'l wooden 5i;^h bridge. 


"With the area to the foulhepst cf the city becom- 


ing another industrial site it has become necessary 
to piovide adequate entrances. Hveay truck traffic 
can currently reach the ?iea only by way cf Beacon 
Avenue. 


Options have Already been taken on the addition 


property to widen tin? .sireel. Mayor Wilmer Schlafer 
said the OJik.igo .md N o i t h Western has agreed to 
remove the high bndge as soon as the street is wid- 
ened. Approval from the Public Service Commission 
is si ill needed before a grade crossing can be Jnstall-

cd over the railroad tracks. No cost estimates are 
available at present. 


Jn a preliminary report, presented to the City 


Planning Commission by the firm preparing the mas- 
ter plan, a recommendation for a U. S. 45 bypass was 
included. This bypass would leave highway 45 south 
of the city near the Triangle School, then swing 
northwest, crossing Ccunty Trunks D and \V south 
of the city, and swing north just west of Batten Mem- 
orial Park. After crossing the Wolf river, the bypass 
would rejoin the main highway near the northern 
city limits. Such a bypass could greatly reduce traffic 
through the city. 


Although the bypass is just a recommendation 


by the planning firm, state highway officials have 
had an opportunity to study the plan and agree that 
the idea was good. They will take the idea into con- 
sideration in future State 45 plans. 


SCHOOLS—The largest cf the projects to hit the 


taxpayers in the pccketbcok will be a school expan- 
sion plan now on the drawing boards. Estimated costs 
for the program will be about $2 million. 


The type cf building program to be undertaken 


has not been definitely set, but at recent meetings 
cf the Board of Education both the construction of a 
new high school or a new junior high school were 
discussed. It now appears that a iinal decision on 
the type cf building program will be left to the voters 
of the district in a referendum to be held some time 
in February. 


If a new high school is constructed, the present

NEW LONDON — For years New London was 


principally classed as a wood working community, but 
in recent years its industrial complexion has become 
more diversified. Of its eight major industries, only 
two are now manufacturing wood products. 


With all of the city's major industries reporting 


business either holding steady or ahead of last year 
the employment picture is in a healthy condition. 


New London's fastest growing industry, Curwood 


Inc., manufacturers of polyethylene film for packag- 
ing, added 30 employees during 1963, boosting the 
total number to 85. The plant carne to the city five 
years ago and started with only one employee. 


In 1981 the firm moved into a new 21,600 square 


foot plant located on a six and one-half acre in- 
dustrial site on Montgomery Street, and last year it 
built an addition nearly equal in size. 


One of New London's other new plants, Barn- 


0-Matic, which manufactures farm equipment, has 
also continued to expand since moving to the city in. 
19SG. Additions have been constructed annually for 
the past three years, and Gordon Carew, president, 
said expansion plans for 1964 are now in the making. 
he plant now has 60 employees. 


Largest Employer 


The largest single employer, McGraw-Edison, also 


reported that 1963 business was ahead of the pre- 
vious year. Employment has increased steadily until 
it has now reached 270. according to M. A. Brunner, 
manager, 


Bocden Food Co., which had a seasonal fluctuation 


of employment until the plant was converted to the 
manufactuie of cheese, now maintains a crew of 100 
year-round. Along with Swiss cheese, the plant also 
manufactures tin cans. Ervin Stern, manager, said 
the cheese portion of the plant is operating at 
cap 3 city. 


At Curtis Co.. the city's second largest woodwork- 


ing plant, where the main product is doors, business 
is alsa good, and a labor force of 125 is being main- 
tained. In the past few years several pieces of new 
machinery were added, reducing the number of 
workers. The latest layoffs because of automation 
weie in the spring of 1963. 


The city's lone canning company, Hamilton and 


Sons, is also experiencing an increase in business, 
and now employs an estimated 100 persons year- 
round, arid in the summertime increases this figute 
to 200 or over. The plant is one of the area's prin- 
cipal employment sources for students and women 
dining the peak summer time season. Pickles are 
the company's main product. 


Although just outside the city limits. Quality 


Packing House and New London Engineering are also 
consideied a part of the community's main indus- 
tries. 


Quality Packing is presently in another expansion

Portugal Honors 
Great Explorers

Today scientists speak familiarly of exploration 


of space. Gagarin and Glenn are practically house- 
hold words—as far as the younger generation is 
concerned. Can you imagine how many years hence 
it will be before someone mentions the name cf 
Scott Carpenter and a companion replies, "Who's 
he?" 


And so it is with explorers of the past. In 1664 


we can expect new developments in what it takes 
to conquer space. A few hundred years ago kings 
wondered how far their sailors could navigate toward 
far-off lands—lands which contained the riches they 
desired. And the man they sent out to learn such 
things faced obstacles and dangers fully as formid- 
able as those faced by Schirra and Shepard. What 
were their name's? 


Ever hear of Gil Eanes? He was one cf the Portu- 


guese explorers who expanded the horizons of his 
day. In 1433 he was commissioned by his boss, name 
of Henry, to get beyond a bulge on the north African 
coast known as Cape Bojador — a mere thousand 
miles or so somewhere south of the Canary Islands. 
He didn't make it. The next year he tried ajjain— 
and did make it. It opened the door to others; there 
.was water—lots of it—on which to sail farther. 


Bartholomeu Bias, another early Portuguese ex- 


plorer, made the next big leap. After many delays, 
which postponed his signal achievement by two years, 
he sailed out of Lisbon in August. 1487. Six months 
later, his ship rounded the Horn. He had discovered 
the Cape of Good Hope — so named by Henry be- 
cause beyond the cape lay the route to India, the real 
goal. Dias had gone at least nine times the distance 
spanned by Eanes. 


Then Pedro Cabral. with 13 ships at the start, 


made a meandering voyage to the west coast of India 
—by %vay of Brazil—returning to Lisbon about 15 
months later with seven vessels. But he made it. 


A more precise navigator with a name more fa- 


miliar to history students. Vasco da Gama. also 
cruised to the west coast of India in a later trip. 
That is. da Gama traveled fewer miles to get to his 
destination, but his outward voyage was sort of like 
the apogee of a space flight. He was a lot more out 
in the middle of vastness—the Atlantic Ocean—than 
he needed to be to get to the Cape and then to India. 
He did much better on the trip home. 


The four stamps illustrated—including Magellan 


who really did it big and but for an untimely death 
would have made it around the globe via water— 
are part of a series issued by Portugal in 1945. The 
issue honored its 15th and 16th century heroes, the 
space men of their day. 


Sailing a creaky old boat may seem dull com- 


pared to blasting off. But viewed in its perspective, 
the history of the day must have seemed just as 
adventuresome and exciting to men back in 1464 
as it will in 1964. In fact, history can be exciting to 
read about no matter when it happened.

Keen Sense of Smell May Lead Insects to Dooi 


BY OVID A. MARTIN 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A keen sense of smell 


developed by the world's insects through countless 
centuries of struggling for survival may lead the 
pesky and destructive ones to an eventual doom. 


At least this is the hope and the basis on which 


Agriculture Department scientists are working to 
find ways of combatting insects that would permit 
reduction and perhaps elimination of chemical pesti- 
cides that are hazardous to humans and to beneficial 
wildlife. 


These scientists say that earth has been bothered 


by insects for perhaps as long as 400 million years. 


"In this long and unimaginably competitive pro- 


cess of survival and natural selection, insects have 
developed some supersensitive faculties to guide them 
to food and mates." said a recent Agricultural Re- 
search Service report. 


"Among the most important of these faculties is 


olfaction—using the sense of smell to detect chem- 
ical substances that are the source of attractive odors. 
Some species have a sense of smelt so keen that they 
can detect an attractant more than a mile away. 
Sometimes the attractant is so strong that insects arc 
irresistibly drawn to it." 


Now. after millions of generations, the report 


said, this keen sense may lead an insect to its doom 
instead of being a vital aid to its survival. 


Scientists in and outside the department have 


developed several materials that attract various in- 
sects. In one case, such materials were combined 
with a pesticide to eradicate the Mediterranean fruit 
fly from more than 1,000 square miles in Florida. 


Along with the chemical attractants, the depart- 


ment scientists are studying the use of light, color, 
air currents and other control methods to attract 
insects to traps and destroy them. 


"The underlying advantage of this research." the 


department said, "is that attractants open the way 
to a multi-pronged attack on insect pests. Possibil- 
ities include attracting insects to traps, to lethal poi- 
sons, or to chemicals that sterilize them. Or females 
may be attracted to lay their eggs in places where 
the eggs will not hatch." 


Among the most recent department accomplish- 


ments in attractant research was the use of the male 
annihilation technique to eradicate the oriental fruit 
fly from Rota, a Pacific island about 37 miles north 
of Guam. 


A strong, highly specific male attractant—methyl 


eiigenol—-was used to lure fruit fly males to an 


insecticide. Within 5'i months, this combinatu 
killed all males, reproduction ceased, and the speci- 
disappeared from the island. 


Most scientists recognize three classes of chemic 


attractants—sex, food and ovipositional. Sex lur 
generally attract males, food lures may attract bo 
sexes and the ovipositional lures generally attra 
females to egg-laying positions. 


The search for such lures has been and continui 


to be a painstaking job. Scientists generally find 
more difficult to identify the sources of food an 
ovipositional attractants than sources of sex attrac 
ants. Sources include extracts from natural material 
especially plants, and pure chemicals. 


The department said the detecting, extractin 


purifying, chemically identifying and synthesizin 
chemical insect attractants involve some of the moi 
refined and sensitive techniques known to science. 


"But this painstaking research is paying off," th

Bridge Resolutions

Time to make resolutions for the new year, 


Kesolve not to scold your partner for bids or 


plays that set your teeth on edge. Make it a habit to 
say, "Bad luck, old boy (or old girl)," when yeur 
partner goes down 1400 at a contract he (or she) 
should have made. 


If possible, produce a cheery little laugh on such 


cccasions. < The last time I produced my own cheery 
little number, three spectators offered me handker- 
chiefs, but I think I've tuned the sob cut of it.) 


Use the same bidding formula without the slight- 


est variation. Always bid "one club,'' for example, not 
"club." or "a club." Always bid "three hearts," not 
"the third heart." 


When you take out the axe, just say "dcuble," 


sever "I double." 


Untaught Meanings 


The difference between one expression and an- 


other is very clear even though nobody has worked 
out the meanings or taught them to bridge players. 
I've played bridge in hundreds of cities in the United 
States and Canada, and the variations are always 
the same. 


A player who bids "the third heart" hopes that 


he won't have to bid any higher. He would bid sim- 
ply "three hearts" if he hoped his partner would 
raise to four. 


It would be most improper to make this kind of 


distinction deliberately. Most players are quite un- 


aware of what they are saying and how it reflects 
their feelings. 


The difference between "double" and "I double" 


is much the same. A player who simply doubles may 
expect to beat you, but he isn't sure and he won't be 
upset if his partner decides to take the double cut. 
The player who says "I double" has already decided 
what to buy with the proceeds of the double. If his 
partner takes the double out, there will be a long 
and bitter argument. 


Avoid all such differences. Use the same word 


always, and try to keep the emotion out of your voice. 


One other resolution: Don't be a slowpoke. It isn't

A skillful opponent will do his best to avoid help- 


ing you, but there are times when you can force him 
to do something that you can't do for yourself. Make 
sure that you prepare the hand carefully so as to 
give the enemy no choice. 


West leads the six of spades, and East wins with 
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the ace. East returns the queen of spades, you cover 
with the king, and West ruffs. Very awkward. 


Now West returns a diamond to your king, and 


you draw three rounds of trumps. As you do so, you 
are formulating a plan. 


King Favorable 


You must hope that the king of clubs is favorably 


located. If East has the king of clubs, he will get in 
with it and will defeat the contract by cashing an- 
other spade. If West has the king of clubs, however, 
you may be able to discard your last spade on one of 
dummy's clubs. 


Everything would be hunky-dory if West would 


take his king of clubs at the first opportunity. Then 
you could win his return lead and run the rest of the 
clubs. West is too smart to do so, and you must 
expect him to refuse one club trick before taking 
his king. 


Your only chance is to take everything but clubs 


out of the West hand. Then he will be forced to re- 
turn a club when he does take his king. 


After drawing three round of trumps you cash the 


ace of diamonds. Then lead out the ace and jack of 
clubs. As expected, West plays a low club on your 
jack. 


The time has come for a key play. Overtake the 


jack of clubs with dummy's queen. Then ruff a dia- 
mond. 


This takes the last safe exit out of the West hand. 


You can lead your last club and relax. West can take 
his king but must then lead another club to dummy's 
ten — and off goes your losing spade.

Cliff's of Fall. By Shirley Hazzard. Knopf. $3.95. 


The decay of love, Interpreted in the fleeting 


thoughts and fumbling gestures of the lovers, is the 
main theme of this collection of 10 stories. 


One stoty is concerned with an older married 


man's affair with his young sister-in-law and his 
clumsy steps to end the liaison. 


Another weaves a triangular web of conflicting 


thoughts and misunderstandings when "the other 
woman" reappears after an absence of eight years 
and the old embers are stirred again. It is told almost 
entirely in the unspoken thoughts of the three' char- 
acters. 


Silent Worship 


One bit of pathos develops when a young married 


woman realizes that a middle-aged widower has bee'n 
worshipping her silently. Another rather melancholy 
tale depicts a dissatisfied husband groping toward an 
affection that cannot'be realized. 


In most of these cameo stories, the male charac- 


ters are somewhat less than sympathetic. It is the 
women who do the suffering. 


One story takes a different theme, the effort of a 


young woman to recover from the numbness she feels 
over her husband's sudden death. And one isn't about 
romantic love ar all. It catches a brief hour when a 
gangling boy emerges into a personality of his own, 
freed temporarily from the smothering influence of a 
domineering mother.

Darrow, certainly one of the most written-about 


and talked-about men in American history, speaks for 
himself in this 440-page collection of writings and 
speeches by the famed trial lawyer. 


Perhaps the most significant thing about the book 


is the reminder it provides that Darrow was a deter- 
mined and eloquent fighter for many causes and 
beliefs that had little or nothing to do with the court- 
room appearance that made him famous. 


The 33 selections deal with everything from recol- 


lections of his childhood to a defense of his agnosti- 
cism, to literary criticism, to labor and racial prob- 
lems. Many have aspects which still seem pertinent. 


Nizer Introduction 


They give weight to the observation of noted law- 


yer and best-selling author Louis Nizer, quoted in the 
introduction: "He was more of a philosopher, human- 
ist (despite a cynical demeanor) whose views spilled 
over into the legal realm." 


The selections also emphasize Darrow's use of the 


shock technique: that is, saying something calculated 
to antagonize or alarm his audience in order to obtain 
and hold their attention. 


He was quite willing, for example, to tell a mass 


meeting on Labor Day that most of the working men 
who marched in the parade that day didn't know why 
they were marching; to tell an Irish audience that 
Irishmen weren't any worse off under British rule 
than many other people in the world, including some 
Americans, to tell Negroes "Nobody will come to 
boost you up: you must suffer and many of you will 
die before the victory will be won" 


Historic Cases 


The introduction recalls, briefly, Darrow's historic 


work in the Leopold-Loeb ca.se, Scopes monkey trial, 
Los Angeles Times bombing trial and other cases But 


the reader who lacks familiarity with the courtroom 
side of Barrow's life will appreciate this book more 
if first he reads a Dsrrow biography.

June Flood 


The Missouri begins in the
